Term of Vears. This Grant was purchas'd at 
a dear Rate, by Sir Fob» Moore, Lord-Mayor of 


Dublin; and was renew'd to him by King James 


himſelf; after his Acceſſion to the Throne. 


- When he came to Dublin, he found this Grant 


in the Hands of Colonel' Roper Moore, to whom 


Sir Fobn had left it as a Legacy. King James 


ſent for it, and had it ſtrictly ab to ſee. 


if any Flaw could be found in it: But the Can- 


vaſſings of his Lawyers were all to no Purpoſe ; | 


and the Colonel could not be perſuaded to give 


it up. Upon och the King commanded it to

ful, and appointed him to come the next Day, 
to bring the Deeds and Obligations with him, 


and receive his Money. Accordiogly he came; 


and having ſign'd a General Releaſe, the Lad7 
open d a, Door, and ſhew'd him a long Table 
cover'd over with Copper and Braſs, tendering 
it for his Payment. But the Colonel rejected ic 
with Indignation 3 and had never receivd a 
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Farthing, had that Popiſh, Tyrannical Gorern- 
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ment lafted. * SLUDTUSRD 7 1 
One of the moſt Eminent” Silverſmiths in 
Dublin ſold a great Quantity of Plate to a Pa- 
piſt, and (by a particular Bargain) was to re- 
ceive his Money in Gold or Silver; but the Pa- 
piſt came afterwards, and tender'd him Copper 
and Braſs Money, which he was forc'd to 
ß pd ĩ Coe Wh HIT 
The Proteſtants had all the while only Gold. 
and Silver, to purchaſe any: thing they wanted 
of Papiſts. They had no Way to come at 
the Braſs Money in the Kings Hands: By 
this means, the Loſs by his Money fell in a man- 
ner entirely on the Proteſtants; and they were 
defrauded of about 60000 l. a Month, by this 
wicked Stfa tset oni.“ Hon on, 
The Papiſts who owͤd them Money on Judg- 
ments, Mortgages, and the like, pour d in the 
Braſs Money upon them: And they making 
ſome Scruple of taking about 30's; for ro I.; 
which was pretty near the Difference between 
the Silver and the Braſs Coin; King Fames if 
ſu'd out his Proclamation, dated February the 
Ath 1689, to make that Money current in all 
Payments whatſoever; whether Judgments, 
Mortgages, &cC. Thus they rid themſelves of it, 
and put it on the Proteſtantts. 
Fitton, the Chancellor, compell'd Truſtees for 
Orphans and Widows, to receive their Mort- 
gages in this kind, as well as others; tho' they 
plweaded that they knew not how to diſpoſe of 
it; nor if they did know, cou'd they legally 
receive it, or make uſe of it, being only Tru- 
ſtees. But the Chancellor over-rul'd, and forc'd 
the Braſs Coin on them, not ſo much as allow- 
| | ing 
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Ing it to remain in Court. The Governor of 

Dublin, the Provoſt-Marſhal,, and their Depu- 
ties, threaten d to hang all that reſus d the Braſs 
Coin. And that they . wopld do what they 
ſaid, tho' the Laws were againſt them, the Pro- 
teſtants had but too much Reaſon to fear from

their common Practices. 


If it ſhou'd be objected, that the Neceflicy of 
the War.compell'd King Fames to put his Braſs 
to the Mint, and make it ſupply the Place of 
Silver: Not to inſiſt, by way of Anſwer, on 
that King's being under no Neceſſity of ma- 
king War on his Subjects, becauſe they would 
not conſent to the Slavery he was bringing 
upon them; his Tyranny appears, in compel- 
ling one Part of his People, as he call d them, 
to receive this Money, and excuſing the other. 
For when the Proteſtants came at any of it, 
and would put it off again to the Papiſts, the 
latter would not touch iir. 
Mr. Roſe, a Merchant in Dublin, had receiv'd 
5oo!l, from ſome Roman Catholicks,. for which he 
drew a Bill of Exchange on his Correſpondent 
in England. The Papiſts having no Account of 
the Payment of the Bill, (the Seas being ſhut 
up) ſu'd for the Money; tho” every body ſup- 
pos d the Bill was anſwer d. While the Suit 
hung, the Braſs Coin was made current; and 
then they would fain have dropp'd it. But 
Mr. Roſe having great Quantities of this Money 
put on him, for Goods taken away from him, 
. demanded a Trial; thinking if he was caſt, as 
he was pretty ſure to be, being a Proteſtant, he 
would pay the 500 l. in the Braz Coin. The 
Judge put · off the Trial from time to time, up- 
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on various frivolous Pretences ; upon which 
Mr. Roſe brought the Money, and depoſited it 
in Court.

Dr. King, Archbiſhop of Dublin, war- 
rants the Truth e many of theſe Facts; and 
others of them I had from a Merchant, who 
was on the Spot, a Perſon of Merit and For- 
I have already made abundant mention of 
King Jamess Peculations .:- The moſt notorious 
one is that of his Braſs- Money, which was fold.

The very Popiſh Officers who exe- 
cuted theſe Orders, confeſs'd that it was the 
moſt diſmal Sight they ever had ſeen, and that 
the Cries of the Poor People ſeem d to be ſtill 
in their Ears. They gather d 6 or 75000, and 
kept many of them for a Week together, with- 
out Meat or Drink. Several 8 died in 
the Place before they were diſmiſs d, and many 
more on the Way as they went Home again 
to their Houſes; nor were they better wen 
they came there, for the Straggling Soldiers, Ra- 
. parees, and Piſferers that follow'd the Army, - 
had left them neither Meat, Drink, Houſhold. 
Stuff, nor Cattle; but had taken away all in 
their Abſence, by which Means the generality 
of them periſh'd afterwards for Want, and 
many were knock d on the Head by the Sol- 
diers. The Officers who had the Charge of 
ſeeing theſe Orders Executed, were the Duke of 
* Berwick, Colonel Sutherland, and Colonel Sars- 
Field, for which notable Exploit they ought to 
be remembred with Infamy. 
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The Beſieg'd, inſtead of being influeng'd by 
this unparallel'd Act of Cruelty, were the more 
exaſperated againſt their Enemies, and the more 
reſolute in their Defence againſt them : They 
ſet up Gallows, and threaten'd to hang all the 
' Priſoners they had in their Hands, if their 
Friends were not . immediately diſmiſs d. The 
Bender, finding their Foolifn and Barbarous 
tratagem did not ſucceed, at laſt ſent them 
Home, ene had keꝑt them there Three 
zys without Meat. It muſt be noted, that all 
theſe Miſerable Creatures had King Fames's 
Protection, and liv'd very peaceably. The 
Nes of this Order came to Dublin, before twas 
exeguted, and the Biſhop of Meath went imme- 
diacely to King James, to ſee if he cou'd pre- 
vail, with him to prevent ſuch a Cruel Proceed- 
jng: His Majeſty very calmly cold the Biſhop, 
This he had heard of it before, and that he bad ſent Or- 
ders rj it. That General Roſen was a Foreigner, 
and uſed to ſuch Proceedings as were ſtrange to us, 
 rhough common in other Places; and that if he bad 
| been his own Subject, he would have call'd him to 
Account for it. Yet he continu'd him in his 
Command. And this was the General who 
burnt the Country about Derry, when he rais'd 
the Siege, and who after the French Faſhion 
left the Gentlemens Houſes and Villages that 
lay in his Way towards Dublin in Aſnes.

Some of them who were 8 
for Robbery, and carry d to Xilmainbam to be 
try'd at the Afﬀizes there for the County of 
Dublin, were deliver d by Colonel Luttrel, Go- 
vernor of that City, who came into Court, and 
threaten'd the Jury, that it ſpoud be worſe. for 
them,” if they found his Men Guilty; adding, The 
Kisg Soldiers * not be diſcourag d, but muſt le 
allow'd, when in Want, to take from thoſe that bad;
